‘ Haves, Oct. %.—Messrs. Dillon and 
O’Brien, accompanied by Mrs. O’Brien, who 
arrived in this city this morning by specia! 
steamer train from Paris, have sailed for New 
York on the steamer La Champagne of the 
French Line. In an interview last evening 
Mr. Dillom said they had not yet determined 
whether or not they would visit Canada. He 
did not think the British Government would 
Cause their arrest if they touched Canadian 
soll, but for that phase of the matter they 
cared little, because their American mission 
would then be concluded and their arrest 
would merely save them from paying tbeir 
fares home. If judgment was delivered in 
their case during their absence from Tipper- 
ary, that would constitute grounds for a case 
of appeal. Mr. Balfour bad shown great 
weakness in the Harrison case. The news 
from America was very favorabie as to the 
success of their mission, which bids fair to 
surpass their highest expectations. 


Not Jack the Ripper. 


LoNpDoN, Oct. 25.—The body of the woman 
found murdered inthe South Hempstead lo- 
cality last night shows that the crime bears 
no resem biance to those committed by Jack 
the Ripper, and a medical examination of 
the remains proves that the woman did not 
belong tothe Whitechapel ciass from which 
the Ripper“ selected his victims. 
The body is that a woman 
about 30 years of age and 
was well clad, Her linen was 
marked. Herthroathad been cut and her 
skull fractured and all of the pockets in her 
clothing were empty. A perambulator con- 
ta in lug a blood-stained fur rug was found 
near by which, it is supposed was used to 
couvey the body from the spot whore the 
crime was coinmitted to where it was found. 
The scene of the crime isa lonely part of the 
section haunted by the lowest class of aban- 
doned women. It is supposed to be fre- 
quently patrolled by the police, 
but the constables themselves admit 
that they perform that duty with feelings 
of trepidation and the suspicion arises that 
their visits are not as often made as they 
oughttobe. The police are tracking a man 
who was seen te enter a Hausom cab at the 
place where the body was found and drive 
away ata furious pace, and are confident that 
they will run him down. The inhabitants in 
the vidinity of the scene of the murder are in- 
tensely excited over the affair, and remain in- 
doors as much as possible. 

This afternoon the body was identified as 
that of Mrs. Hobbs, the wife ofa porter em- 
ployed in London. Mrs. Hobbs left her hus- 
band yesterday, taking with her her child, 
whom be carried in the perambulator which 
was found near the place where the body was 
discovered. The whereabouts ofthe child is 
a mystery. 

Ship Owsers and Deck Laborers. 


Lorpor, Oct. 25.—The Londons and Indian 
Dock Joint Committee purpose to establish a 
permanent staff of laborers, to be paid 24 
shillings per week of 48 hours, and to be en- 
titled to a pension after I years of services, 
and half pay during sickness, on certain 
condition; alsoa staff of auxiliaries to be 
registered at the same pay, but without the 
pension and other privileges. The Liverpool 
ship-owners generally have not joined 
the federation. The leading owners 
of England do not favor a general lockont. 
The Dockers’ Union, through its representa- 
tives, Mann and Tillett, has declared its 
readinéss to come to any reasonable arrange- 
ment with ship-owners that will recognize the 
right of the union to control labor at the 
docks. English labor organization are much 
excited over thayreport that the Government 
in the event of any general lay up of ship- 
ping, will detail men from the naval service 
to fit ont the mail steamers. The labor leaders 
protest that it would be an unwarrantable 
exercise of authority.

France and the American Tarif. 


Pakis, Oct. 25.—Interviews are this morning 
published with M. Lockroy, ex- Minister of 
Publie Instruction, and M. Pierre LeGrande, 
Republican Senator for the Department of the 
North, in which both. gentlemen express the 
beliet that the policy ot France should be one 
of absolute abstention from the economic 
struggle which seems likely to follow the en- 
forcement of the new tariff law of the United 
States. It ia the belief of both statesmen that 
such an entente will probably be arranged 
between the two countries as will obviate the 
necessity for anything ia the nature of retali- 
atory or hostile legisiation in this part of 
France against the United States. In any 
event French commerce would suffer less 
by the operation of the law than would that 
of either Great Britain or Germany.

DUBLIN, Oct. 25.—-Upon his arrival at Bal- 
lina, County Mayo, Mr. Balfour, Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland, Who is making atour of 
the western counties, Was met by Miss Baltour 
and Lieut.-Col. Sif J. Westridgeway, Under 
Secretary for Ireland. There wag quite a 
crowd at the rallway station but no demon- 
stration was made. The party entered a car- 
riage and were driven te the Most Rev. Hugh 
Conway, D. D., Oatholic Bishop of Killala, 
with whom Mr. Balfour bad a long conference 
in the presence of a number of priests. The 
party subsequently proceeded to Killala, en 
route to Belmullet, where they will remain 
over Sunday. 


Ferged Letters of Credit. 


NEW Tonk, Oct. 2%.—Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
this morning confirmed the report from Lon- 
don stating that George Johnson, an artist, aud 
John Phillips, an art dealer, had been ar- 
rested on the charge of conspiracy to forge 
letters of credit upon their banking firm. The 
only information which the firm here 
received has been by cabie, briefly stating 
the arrests. Further information is 
expected by letter. The case of 
Johnson and Phillips isthe only one of which 
they have any definite information, but they 
understand that at least three arrests of ac- 
complices have been made on the Continent 
at Liege, Madrid and Marseliles: The extent 
of the operations they have not learned, but 
inthe one case exposed there were some £200 
involved. The conspiracy is considered a 
gigantic one, and some startling develop- 
ments are expected. The firm is anxiously 
awaiting further information. 


Iudemnity Demanded. 


Paris, Oct. 25.—Some time sinee the natives 
living along the banks Of the Niger River twice 
wounded M. Mison, Chlef of the French Com- 
mercial Mission, and also wounded several of 
the employes of the mission who were con- 
veying goods. M. Mison and the members of 
his party were compelied to seek shelter at 


the British Niger Oo.’s station. To-day the 
Journal des Debates publishes letters written by 
the wounded employes of the French Com- 
mercial Mission in Africa to the home office of 
the concern, demanding indemnity from the 
British Niger Co. on the ground that it is its 
duty to insure the security of travel on the 
river.

The Train Conveying Gov. Hill 
Over the B. & O. Road Collides 
With an Express. 


Thirty People Injuredin a Disas- 
ter on the Santa Fe Railway. 


Aa Accident to the Pottsville & Philadel- 
phia Express Results in the Killing eof 
One Man and Wounding of Six Others 
—Two Trains on the Hamiiten & Day- 
ton Collide Near Oxford, O.— Au Miineis 
Central Freight Breaks Through a 
Bridge in Iowa—Fixing the Responsibil- 
ity for the Sloanu’s Valley Disaster— 
The Tunnel Caves in—A Number of 

‘Laborers Injured—The Day’s Record ef

CamMERON, W. Va., Oct. B.- Gov. Hill and 
party. accompanied by T. 8. Riley, Chairman 
of the Democratic State Committee; Gov. 
Fleming and others, left Wheeling at 7:30 this 
morning on a specialtrain, provided by the 
Demecratic State Committee, over the Balti- 
mere & Ohioread, consisting of drawing-room 
car and Calvin 8. ° Brice’s private car. The 
train was to have stopped at all stations de- 
tween Wheeling and Harper’s Ferry for from 
5 to 20 minutes to allow the Governor to make 
advertised addresses. 

The programme, however, was abruptly in- 
terfered with by a collision. The Govgrnor 
had addressed ” gatheriog of 600 
workmen at Benwood, and several 
hundred at Moundsville and 
hig train was about starting when Engineer 
Lee Wells of Wheeling heard a warning note 
from the engine of train No. 7, knownas the 
Chicago Express, which told him that that 
train was approaching on the same track 
about fifty feet ahead of where the Governor's 
train, which was designated os No. 72, 
was standing. A wide and low highway 
bridge spans the railroad tracks here, making 
it impossible to see the approach ing trains on 
the other side of the bridges. About twenty- 
five feet bebind No. 72 the a c- 
commodation train running between 
Wheeling and Cumberland came to 
a stand. When Engineer Wells noticed the 
approach of the Chicago express, he imme- 
diately reversed his engine, backing his 
train, but the Chicago express was moving at 
so high arate of speed that it soon caught up 
to the Governor’s train and crashed into it. 
The cowcatchers of both trains were demol- 
ished, but the engine on the Uhicago express 
Was more generally wrecked, 6 were the 
platforms of three of the eight passenger 
coaches comprising the train. Gov. Am'e 
train was thrown back on the accommodation 
train and the cowcatcher of the locomotive 
was smashed. Behind the accommodation train 
was a heavily loaded freight train and the 


three trains together were thrown back on 
that with slight force, with no damage to the 
latter except the cow-cateher of the engine 
being torn away. Had the Governor’s train 
consisted ot ordinary’coaches instead of the 
two strongly bullt purlor ceaches it would 
dave been crushed likean egy-shell between 
the two heavy trains. As it was both of these 
cars escaped without even a é@cratch. The 
engineer on No. 7Zz and the engineer on the 
accommodation train, lying behind him, had 
orders saying they would meet train No. 7 at 
Moundsville, and telling them to take the 
second siding east of Moundsvilié. The engi- 
neer on No.7 had orders not to pass the second 
switch until these two tralns were side- 
tracked. Train No. 72 was lu the act of mak- 
ing the side-track when the collision occurred, 
Engineer Fleming, who bas been in the em- 
ploy ofthe road for sixteen years, said he 
attempted to stop his train on the other sido 
of the secend switch, but when he ap- 
plied the air brakes he found 9 
could not control the train. On examin- 
ation he found that the air had been shut off 
atthe alr reservoir on the tender, which of 
course rendered breaks useless, and his train 
was cerried past the second switch with the 
above result. Engineer Fleming had his knee 
cap injured, but no one else suffered even a 
scratch, The Governor was not at all excited, 
and enjoyed the wila rush of occupants from 
the first car in the.endeavor to escape.

Maj. Murphy's Reforms. 


Among the important reforms being consid- 
ered by Street Commissioner Murphy is one 
which will appeal strongly to every resi- 
dent, and particularly to those driving 


through the “streets. It is te prohibit tne 
miscellaneous deposits of building material 
In front of lots on which new buildings 
are about to be erected. A contractor about to 
erect a building collects in many instances 
before the ground is broken all sorte of ma- 
terlal to be used in its construction and de- 
posite it along the street aud sidewaik with- 
out any regard whatever to the conven- 
lence of those compelied to use both. 
In the majority of instances and particularily 
in the erection of buildings west of Twelfth 
street, there is abundance of roem between 
the rear building line and the alley for all this 
material, and it is the intention ot 
the Commissioner to compel builders 
to utilize this instead of the street. 
It is only tm rare instances that in the erection 
of a dwelling the rear building line is so close 
to the alley that a space large enough to hold 

mortar beds, brick piles and other materiale 
le not available. In a majority of cases there 
are thirty feet or more and the Commissioner 
is of the opinion that with a small amount of 
extra labor this space can be utilized and the 
unsightly and sometimes dangerous piles re- 
moved from the streets.

TWENTY-SEVEN MURDERS 


THE NUMBER FOR WHICH MEN ARE HELD 
IN THE Sr. LOUIS JAIL. 


Men Whe Are Onndidates fer the Scaffold, 
bet Whose Acquaintasce With the Hang- 
man Is Being Delnyed—List of the Mur- 
dGerers, With Srief Sketches ef Their 
Usexpiated Crimes — 4A Amazing Shew- 
ing ef How Crime Gees Unpunished. 


There are atthe present time more wen in 
the City Jall awaiting trial on the charge of 
murder than at any one time during the eight 
years of Jailer Callahan's administration. 
The count on last Friday evening showed a 
totel ci twenty-seven prisoners charged with 
roucdor in the Gret and murder in the second 
degree. The total enroliment of the jail is 
proporNonately large, ranging the past week 
from 175 to 190, against an average of scarcely 
more than 150 for the same period last year. 

Few of those charged with homicide are in 
that portion of the jall dnown ae ‘‘murderers’ 
row. This tier is on the ground floor at the 
extreme northwest of the corridor, and im- 
mediately beneath the femaie department. 
When the repairs were made last summer 
most ofthe men were put on the second and 
third floors. At present osly the old-time 
prisoners are in the row,’* and they are 
considered fortunate by these fellows, how- 
ever, as the ground-floor men are granted 
privileges in the shape of additional hours of 
recreation. 

The oldest man in point of time served in 
the institution is John David Shea. He dates 
his present incarceration to July 13, 1887, when 
he was locked up for the killing of Officer Pat 
Doran! Shea was endeaverinug to escape 
au officer who wanted him for theft, 
and shot Doran when the latter at- 
tempted to stop him on Seventh street 


between Washington avenue and St. Charies 
Street. He is now under sentence of ninety. 
nine years in the Penitentiary. His case is 
pending in the supreme Court. Shea bas 
¢ twice escaped from the St. Louis Jalil. 

UNDER SENTENCE OF DEATH.

Theodore Parsons is she youngest murderer 
in the jail.

The father was shot andthe boy’s head 
was crushed with a stick of weod. Over $1,200 
was stolen from the house. Damaging clr- 
ecumetantial evidence is found against Par- 
sons.

THE LIQUOR TARIFF. 


It Will Not Be Levied Upen American Whis- 
ky Shipped Abroad and Returned. 


A local dealer in whisky some days ago 
raised a question under the new tariff act that 
has just been passed upon by Assistant Secre- 
tary Spalding of the Treasury. Under sec. 329 
ofthe McKinley bill the duty on brandy and 
other spirits manufactured abroad was in- 
creased from 32 to $2.50 per galion, and the 
question arose would whisky manufactured 


in this country which was exported and re- 
turned in good faith when entered fer cen- 
sumption be liablefor a greater duty than 
the internal revenue tax (90 cents per galion) 
which had been the rule previcusly. The 
uestion was submitted to Surveyor of the 
rt, Churchill, who referred it to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. The Assistant 
Secretary has written Surveyor Church 
thet, as at present advised, the 
Treasury is ofthe opinion that whisky man- 
ufactured inthis country, exported and re- 
turned in good faith will, when withdrawn 
from the warehouse for consumption, be lia- 
ble foreniy the internal revenue tax; that 
recentiegisiation has not altered the rule in 
this regard, nor inoreased the internal 
revenue tax on whisky. 

This is mot a fina) decision, asthe Treasury 
mow isin the babit of qualifying its rulings as 
above, the Board of General Appraisers being 
the proper court to consider such questions. 
This matter can only come before ithe board 
On a protest to a ruling ofa surveyor, and an 
appeal from the decision ofa General Ap- 
praiser. f

Pitzlin Kock Out Upham. 


GALVESTON, Tex., Oct. 25.—The fight de- 
tween Arthur 0. Upham, formerly of New 
England but now claiming Galveston as his 
home, and Prof. Paul J. Pitzlin, formerly of 


St. Louis but now giving Houston ashis howe, 
took place last night before the Galveston 
Athletic Association. It was for a purse of 
$700 andthe middlewelrnt championship of 
Texes. Upham was knocked out in ten 
rounds. Pitzlin, who bas never been rated 
particularily high as a fighter in St. 
Louis and was generally supposed to 
be more Sf a ‘‘newspaper fighter’’ than any- 
thing else, showed upto good advantage in 
the contest and proved himself to be 
essessed of some ability as apugilist. Nick 
ooney of St. Louis was one of his seconds. 

He did most of the leading in the first round 
and bad the better of the round. Thesecond 
round was ia Upbam’s favor, and he hit the 
Professor a terrific blowin the face, which 
rendered him very groggy. There was fierce 
gate in the net round and it waa in Pitz - 
lin’s favor, be giving Upham some crushing 
body biows. Both recelyed considerable pun- 
ishment inthe fourth reund, and Upham at 
Its conclusion appeared winded. He ciakmed 
afoul, which was not allowed. Upham forced 
the fighting in the next round and hit Pitziin a 
blow on the nose which caused the blood to 
low very freely. There was hard fighting 
done by both in the round and at its conciu- 
sion Pitzlin appeared fresh. The sixth round 
produced more fierce fighting and at its end 
the chances of the men appeared about equal. 
Again was flerce fighting indulged in in the 
next round. Upham received acut on the 
forebead, from which he died pro- 
fusely, and he got the worse of the 
round. “The men appeared fatizued in the 
elgnth round. Upbaim’s face was swollen 
and bieeding and Pitziin was bruised about 
the body. Each forced the fighting, both try- 
ing for knoek outs. Again in the ninth 
round they went at it withavim. Upham 
forced the fighting and his opponent showed 
signs of weakening. An elbow blow got ia by 
a quick turn saved him, bat Upham again 
forced matters and Pitzlin fell. Both men 
appeareu dazed and tired and Pitzlin who haa 
received terrible punishwent appeared very 
grogey. 

The men went at it fiercely again in the 
tenth round Upham forcing matters. Pitslin 
received terrible punishinernt, and was about 
exhausted. Finally he fell, and nine seconds 
elapsed before he arose. A cinch followed. 
Pitzlin was bleeding profusely from several 
gasbes in his face. He landed a square blow 
on Upham which knocked the latter down and 
out. 

Each man weighed under 158 pounds. Up- 
bam isthe man whom Bob Fitziminons, the 
New Zealandor, knocked out at New Orleans 
ia four-rounds. 


American Yachts No More. 


American yachtsmen have stood by and 
watched the rapid decline of boats of purely 
American design; and, excepting the Cape 
boat, no yacht has been built during the past 


five years that did not have less American 
than British in her design,rig and equipment, 
says an Kastern exchange. The shoal boat of 
the Fan type bas not been built, neither 
has the duplicate, nor an improved Shadow 
been produced. All that was leit of American 
design seems to bave gone, and the British 
ideas have been substituted. Boats of the 
Narjorie and Bayadere type, with their eg 
shape midsection, originated in Britain. In 
the rig, sallplanand biocking of the boats 
there is nov no great difference, and there 
will be more similarity next season than ever 
before. f 

In comparing the hulls of the American and 
British yachts, except in the centerboard, 
there is now not much difference, the latest 
products of both sides being much alike. The 
double- head rig, short mainmast and the 
present style of stern. aiso the rigging and 
blocks, originated on the other side. The 
shape of the stern found to-day on nearly all 
the latest built beats originated in England, 
and years ago John Harvey adopted the 
double-head rig and short foremast on the 
schooner Miranda. 

Thetwo donts which bave been before the 
publicthe most during the past season are 
the Miverva and the Gossoon, and on these 
two boats especially cam the questien of orig - 
inality be discussed. 

Taking the Minerva first—is there anything 
American about her? The boat answers for 
herself, forsheis wholly British and has nat 
an American element in her. She is original 
both In design and make-up. 

On the other hand, take the Gossoon and 
examine her from an American standpoint. 
The old American yachtemen can find noth- 
ing of the old type ia her and sheis nothing 
more nor lessthan a ‘‘whitewashed cutter’ 
in their eres, The rig, sail — blocks, tron 
work and runping-gear are Lritish in all te 
elements and in the desen of the hull she 
certainly not an American idea. 

The truth is, and all designers must admit 
it, that we have taken the original ideas from 
the other side and improved on them, and 
thus far have beaten em on their own ia- 
ventions. In the future the contests between 
the yachts of both mations promise to be more 
fierce than ever, because the fight is growing 
narrower, coming down as it bas almost toa 
question of detail and handling. . 

Nobody seems to want to try the American 
type of boat In its entirety, and this being 30, 
an improved Fanny cannot be looked for next 
season. Messers. Bureess 4 Gardner have 
orders fer new boats, but they have but little 
ie them of the American boat of

“WE ARE THE PBOPLE.”| 
PROF, RENNING W. PRENTI® INTERRSTING 
ADDRESS 10 THE PEDAGOGUES. 


He Tells Why Americans Are Entitied to 
First Rank Among the Feople of the 


World—The Col 8 of Caron de- 
let Held an Ini jon Meeting—The 


Lee Investigation. 


Mr, Henning W. Prentisy principal of the 
Hodgen School, delivered a very forcible 
address to the Society of Pedagogy this morn- 
ing and his subject was, We Are the Pev- 
ple.’’ Disputing with the base ball players 
that proud distinction, he spoke of the mis- 
sion of the the American peopie and the dan- 
gere which confronted them and insisted that 
it lay with the teachers se to direct the minds 
and thoughts of the coming generation that 
they might gvold the shoals ahead and steer 
the ship of State safely on in her voyage over 
the sea of prosperity. He began by saying: 

„We do not worship the gods of Greece, 
but we have our Heroules, electricity; our 
Apolle, the eleetrie light; our Mercury, the 
telegraph.’’ 

He dwelt onthe marvels of the age, steam- 
ships, railroads, electric inventions, anms- 
thetics, modern surgery and the conquests of 
the nineteenth century for a moment, and 
then turned back the pages of history to re- 
view the beginning of which all these are the 
culmination. He said that every race has 
given something to the world and left its 
impress on its age. From the Egyptians 
the world has received architectur,, from 
the Hindoos,: philosophy; from China and 
Japan, filial affection, and the patriarchial 
goverament of the Orient is the government 
of the childhood of the nation, while the Re- 
public of the West is the government of the 
developed man; from Greece came beauty, 
Philosophy and the arts; from Rome law; 
from the Teutons liberty, and the mission of 
the American people was to teach the world 
the doctrine of American independence, of 
government of the people by the people for 
the people. That there was design in the 

development of nations he did not doubt. 
The discovery of America occurred at 
— time 20 opportune that it 
must have been chosen. The world bad been 
preparing for it for centuries. The move- 
ment of the races had been toward the west. 
They had ceme out of Asia and were crowd- 
ing Europe, each striving for a piace on its 
Western shore. The Saxons, Anugics, Celts, 
Franks, Picts, Gauls, Goths and Visi-Goths 
were all moving restiessiy westward. There 
was need for the discovery of a new conti- 
nent. Their development and emigration 
shewed that a providence bad withheld from 
the world fer thousands of years knowledge 
of a new world and all the while they were 
groperns for the time which came in 1492. 

hen the most important discovery of history 
was made and a new continent was ready for 
the movement to it which occurred a century 
later—bad all this happened sooner if would 
have missed the reformation, the 
beginning of the age of learn- 
ing, when the intellectual yoke was thrown 
off and men had begun to study and learn. 
The immigration Into this couatry now is but 
a continuation of the movement westward and 
the completion of the pian. 

THE SCHOOL THE CRUCIBLE. 

Those who come ignorant of American in- 
stitutions, of the American mission, must be 
put through the crucible, the school, and 
taught what freedom is, what the government 
of the people by the people means. Geo- 
grapicaily, America holds the place of peace. 
She sits enthroned between two oceans, and 
on one hand is the Orient, on the other the 
latest civilization of the old world. From 
this position she will extend her higher civil- 
ization in both directions and impress upon 
these people the stamp he is making on the 
age. 

Mr. Preut is spoke of the Hihmitable re- 
sources of the r and sald that her 
greatest danger lay in ber wealth. The course 
of all nations winduystry, acoumulation, 
wealth; corruption, decay, death. America 
is pursuing that course now. Unequaied in 
industry and reseurces she is fast becoming 
the wealthiest nation ef the world. The 
danger which has steod in the way of ether 
nations stares her in the face and there is 
only one way to combat it, by instilling is 
the public moral aud religious principles 
which will enable them to resist it and stand 
in the way of corruption. One of America’s 
statesmen has said thatreligious freedoin did 
not mean freedom from religion, and while 
the former was one of our American biessings 
the latter meantthe ruin of the land. The 
personal responsibility hereafter to a per- 
sonal Being is the greatest, nanliest restraint 
that can be put upon the evil in man’s aispo- 
sition, and as it lay with the teachers to imbue 
the people of America with these principles 
which would be the salvation of their coun- 
try, therefore, he said, ‘‘We ure the people. 


The Lee Lavestigatien. 


The Lee Investigating Committee resumes 
its sitting this afternoon and the testimony 
for the defense will then be taken. Engineer 
Lee will probably confine himself to testimony

He has generally had one man and two 
boys employed, and this has continued off 
and on ever since I have been working for the 
schools, This has been done at the Carr 
Lane, Humboldt, Bryan Hill, Grand View and 
several other schools. A good deal is said in 
the newspapers about the mismunagement of 
affairs around the schools, but not haif has 
been told. Why, at the Cote Brilliante they 
put in a boiler without complying with 
the specifications and it was accented. A 
number of things called for by the specifica- 
tions were not done, and Lee did not compel 
the contractor to do them. Isee he says he 
has alot of old iron which he would give to 
any one who will haul it away, because be 
can’t get 5 cents a hundred for it. That won't 
do. I'll guarantee te sell it for 35 cents a 
bundred. Ilintend to swear out this warrant 
so that this case may be Investigated by the 
courts, and we will cee then who is right.’’ 


Pretest from the Colered Peeple. 


§ There was a mass meeting held in Carondelet 
Thursday night, by colored people, to protest 
against the name Hancook, which has been 


given the negro school in that district. There 
was a 4 meeting in the neighbor- 
hood and the peliticians made un effort to get 
the negroes over there, but educational en- 
thusiasm was running teo high, they would 
not leave the school even for a political meet- 
ing. They had torches out and astake wagon. 
Little picaninnies were running through the 
s'reets in ones and twos and crowds, drum- 
ming up the negroes ana bringing them out to 
the méeting, and squads of them were stand- 
ing on the corners singing.
